the federal corrupt practices act lim- 
iting election expenditures was upset 
l» the highest court. 
" Senator Newberry*s sentence in the 
lower court had been to three years 
ia the penitentiary and a fine of $10,- 
000. 
.Sixteen others v including the 


senator's brother, John S. Newberry, 
were convicted with him on simila 
charges. They are freed with him b 
tie highest court's decision. 


The opinion ot.the court was reai 


by Justice McMcRejmolds. Chief Jus 
tice White dissented from the 
con 


elusion of the court that congress ha 
no right to regulate party primaries 
but agreed with the court in its New 
berry decision on the ground that the. 
existing statute had been grossly mis- 
construed in the present case. 
" ~ 


The court held that ,the federa 


corrupt practices law applied to gen 
eral elections, that the regulation by 
congress was the manner of holding 
elections and not the holding of elec- 
tion. Congress has no power to con- 
trol party primaries or party conven- 
tions. 


Judge Sessions, who presided 
at 


the trial, sentenced Senator Newber- 
ry to three years in 
Learenworth 


Penitentiary and fined him $10,000 
Senator N'ewberry's brother received 
a like sentence'and fine. Others co'n- 
victed received various sentences and 
fines. 


Senator Newberry has not partici- 


pated in senate proceedings since his 
indictment, trial • and conviction.
